ed to Death while 
Repairing Cistern. 


Henry Gahring met a tragic death 


yesterday afternoon by the cnviug in 
of a cistern on the much of Otto And- 
erson, cm E. Rowland avenue. 


Gabriug and two other rnori, Jess 


White and A. G. Gaut, were engaged 
in removing the dirt from arouud 
the cistern preparatory to booking it 
with 
concrete to stop it leaking. 


They had excavated the dirt to a 
depth of from six to nine feet when 
the walJs of the cistern showed signs 
of caving.

means and a desire to run a swash-

offers rare opportunities.

surface in perfect under all conditions 
of water.

signs and every mile or two garages 
and inns advertise "motor spirit;" 
for both machine and driver.
